This  moveable  bridge  could  be  used  with  but:  lit- 
tle Inierrupiion.  In  consequence  of  lb-  double  en- 
trance to  the  Harbour.    Tbe  Island  Shoal  will 
afford  as  great  a  wharf  frontage  as  can  be  had  in 
Hocbelrga  Bay,  and  will  enabi*  Lake  Craft  load- 
ing transhipped  goods  at  it,  lo   pass  upwards 
without  the  aid  of  tug  steamers  which  will  be  re- 
quired if  they  go  below  the  Current.
